Don't Blame the 


New Immigrants 


Since the Golden Dragon Restaurant shootings two 
weeks ago，events have developed which may 
adversely affect our community， 

We are referring to an attempt by certain media 
persons to link gang activities in San Erancisco with 
underworld elements in Hong Kong, leading to a call 
for miore restrictive immigration laws， 

Our community knows that although gang 
activities have involved some immigrant youth，this 
unfortunate phenomenon is mainly a local product， 
Authorities have yet to find any organized Hong 
Kong underworld group setting up branch operation 
here. Although no one can rule out the possibility of 
some isolated incidences of liaison activities between 
local youth and underworld elements in Hong Kong， 
there is not a trade of evidence to show that our 
communities are “invaded” by Hong 人 ong gangs. 

We have to emphasize this point because the great 
majority of recent immigrants f 们 om Asia are 
law-abiding， hard-working ， citizens， They ”are 
valuable additions to our community and our Dation ， 
Although they may face adjustment difficulties much 
like new immigrants from elsewhere，they are not 
affiliated with any gang elements in Places 位 om 
which they have come. To put the blame of the recent 
violence in Chinatown on the immigrants and thus to 
call for more restrictive immigration laws is 
completely without justification ， 

Our nation and our community should have a 
heartbig enough to admit that the recent troubles are 
part of our doings in that we have failed to Provide a 
solution to the many community problems. Also，we 
should have a mind tough enough to dig in to solve 
this gang problem 一 for the good of all.

This is a police problem of 
which cooperation can be Pro- 
vided by the community only with 
assUrance of Protection 一 a Dro- 
tection thatlasts much longer than 
it takes newspaper ink to dry， 
Thus, it was counter-productive to

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SF SYMPHONY MANAGER VICTOR WONG 
RESIGNS TO FACE NEW CHALLENGEs

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Victor 
Wong， the accomplished and 
innovative manager of the San 
Francisco Sympohony Orchestra 
assailed the San Francisco public 
System as being far too inept in 
providing the basis for appre- 
ciation of fine arts and classical 
music in an interview with 
下 ast/ West recently. 

“The school system really ticks 
me off,”said Wong, a product of 
直 . “When you are a product of 
such a System you have limited 
experiences， horizons， and 
practically no opportunities to 
explore yourselt. I am 3a perfect 
example of that.” 

Although he is condemning of a 
School system which he contends 
cannot offer quality education 
and adamant about sending his 
childqren exclusively to Private 
schools，his words dont quite 
march in cadence with his 
achievements. 

PINNACLE 

Described by colleagues and 
friends as the ubiquitous under- 
lying force behind the operations， 
Wong is at the pinnacle of his 


”profession，which started with the 


Symphony some 24 years ago， 
spurred on by an impulse to 
appreciate music that transcended 
the country and western tunes we 
was accustomed to as a young boy 
while living on a ranch in 
Sonoma. 


But in a few weeks，he wi 计 
relinquish the position of Manager 
in order to devote full time to his 
pet project, the Fine Arts Develop- 
ment，Ppossibily the only major 
independent impressarioship in 
the Bay Area. In the interim years 
as manager，VWong has had the 
privilege of working with one of 


the acknowledged all-time great. 


music conductors， in classical 
music: Sejji Ozawa，the flam- 
boyant and charismatic virtuoso 
who has astounded audiences and

awed critics with bis honedskillsl and symphonies in San Jose， 


and electrifying vibrancy on the 
podiums of symphonic halls not 
only in the Bay Aea but the world 
Over， 

But 让 there is one dim light in 
his many years of association with 
the Symphony，for Wong，i 达 ti is 
having to deal with unsympathetic 
School officials， | 

Seated behind a .desk surr-| 
ounded by framed sketches of thel 
finet conductors and musicians he 
most admires， Wong exudes 
aplomb, and a level of sophistica- 
tion，but which is unpretentious， 
His bushy mane sweeps over the 
rim of his stiff cardboard-like 
collar; his metal-framed glasses 
perched on his nose. 

LUCKY 

“I went to Calileo High School 
andback then in the 1950s,，where 
were you going to find that kind 
of exposure,”asked Wong，now 
39.， “In Chinatown， it's even 
worse. TI was lucky because I met 
someone who helped me.” 

He added，underfunded pro- 
grams in the many creative arts 
departments in the various public 
schools throughout San Francisco 
were a common problem with no 
likely solution.“I am mnot saying 
the creative arts departments are 
going in the wrong direction，bnut 
the arts _ usually dont enjoy the 
budget physical education depart- 
ments do. When there are cuts, 过 
usually takes place in the arts,” 
Said Vong. 

In an attempt to counteract that 
the San Francisco Symphony has 
continued with a Program over 
the last decade to provide a means 
by which performances in classical 
music are brought to students at 
no expense to them . 

“This program offers tickets to 
high school students for free，bnut 
they don't take advantage of 这. 
Free concerts are usually held on 
Thursday afternoons，The idqea 
has caught on with school districts 
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Marin, and Oakland，said Wong. 

During the eight-week course， 
musicians and members of the San 
Francisco Conservatory of Music 
go out to _neighborhood schools， 
offering consujtations and work- 
shops， 


APATHY 

A part of the apathy，or disin- 
terest，may have its roots in that 
that the nature of the Symphony 
draws a negative connotation , 

“Alot of people have the feeling 
taht the Opera House and the San 
Francisco Symphony is something 
for the rich. Its definitely not 
that.， Most of the mnusicians， 
though they now make as much as 
$20,000 a year, live in Daly City， 
the “Richmond and ”Ceneva 
Districts，Oakland，and VWalnut 
Creek. But in 1969，the average 
salary was about $4,000,”Wong 
Said, 


But his number one priority at 
the moment is the continuance of 
Fine Arts Development，founded 
by Wong in 1973. In past years, he 
has found some success， parti- 
cularly in the Presentation of 
dance events， The American 
Ballet Theatre，for example，has 
Worked with Wong quite success- 
fully, each to its benefit. 


“FAD was created to provide 
SerVvices to outside art groups，as 


well as local groups in the Bay ， 


Aea，to either present them or 
assist them in their presentations,” 
said Wong. 


Highly flexible, FAD cuts across 
the whole spectrum of perform- 
ing arts，incorporating anything 
from jazz，to_ middle-of-the-road 
(contemporary music)，to classi- 
cal，and to ethnic dance，So far， 
FAD has promoted such affairs in 
Cupertino, San Jose, the Oakland 
Paramount，Berkeley's Zellerbach 
Hall， Sacramento， and Los 
Angeles. 


DIFFERENT 

“But we are by no means 
comparable to Billy Graham who 
is a _ thousand times bigger,” said 
Wong.“It isn't a business that is 
going to result in immediate 
financial success. Unlike Craham， 
FAD is an entirely different type 
of 'presentation，mainly because 
of funding， While a Barbra 
Streisand would get anywhere 
from $15,000 to $50,000 for a 
one-night performance， Ozawa 
would get between $6,000 to 
$12,000.，It's entertainment，bnut 
they are in two different worlds.” 

Wong gained- much of business 
know-how from his many years 
with the Symphony where he 
learned about the administrative 
end of marketing， box office sales， 
ticketing，rental hall responsibil- 
ities，and coordination of enter- 
tainers. 

“Ihave no businessbackground， 
but I learned the job myself. 工 
hustled，used to work 14 hours a 
day in the beginning, and went to 


“ school part-time. 工 worked and 


listened，People taught me an 
allowed me some responsibility 
and when I proved I could do it, I 
improved upon it. I am very good 
at my work and I dont need 
anyone to _ tell .me that,” said 
Wong unabashedly. 


DEGREE 
Though born in San Jose, Wong 


attended San Francisco public ， 


schools，City College of San Fran- 
cisco，and finally San Francisco 
State University where he received 
a degree in education， 

He was first introduced to the 
Symphony at the early age of 13， 
He quickly became enamored 
with it while working on a ranch 
in Sonoma.， Subsequently， he 
Solicited for a Position with the 
Symphony，where he began work 
at $1 an hour，later shifting over 
to the box office. 

Although he admits he could 
have found suitable employment 
as a teacher，he chose instead to 
stay with the Symphony, partially 
because of simple economics. 

“Starting teaching salaries in 
1963 was at about $5,200 a year. 
At the Symphony, it was substan- 
tially more，said Wong. 

Wong can remember when a 
good portion of his duties was to 
pick up artists，dqeliver promotion- 
al pamphlets，work in the mail 
room，and “all the idqiotic work 
that had to be done. But Iloved it. 
It has been a very exciting career.” 

TRIUMPH 

It was in 1969 that he led a 
highly spirited Symphony to a 
well-received engagement in 
Japan; in 1973 another success- 
ful engagement in Western 
Europe; and finally in 1975, back 
to Japan for yet another rousing 
triumph . 

But at times his

George Knox Roth, a 
Courageous Citizen

SAN FRANCISCO 一 All too 
infrequently in recent history has 
someone spoken out on behalf of a 
cause or a people when it is pol- 
itically unpopular or Personally 
dangerous to do so. Such a man 
was Ceorge Knox Roth,，a Private 
citizen recently honored by the 
Japanese American Citizen's 
League in Los Angeles， 

MALICNED 

After the bombing of Pearl Har- 
bor on December 7，1941，a 
torrent of anti-Japanese American 
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slander swept through the United 
States， particularly California， 
The Japanese were openly des- 
pised, and even hard working and 
respected members of theJapanese 
American citizenry were maligned 
as security risks in America's 后 ght 
against the Axis. 

World War II is arguably the 
most easily justified war in which 
the United States has engaged. Al 
forces were needed to keep the 
War machine well-oiled. 
However, this machine had a way 
of squashing everyone in its path， 
It had trouble making distinc- 
tions, and the Japanese residing in 
America lay right in its dangerous 
path. Thus commenced, in Febru- 
ary of 1942 a terrible with-hunt， 

DIEFFUSE 

This witch hunt， ostensibly 
aimed in diffuse fear and outrage 
against the Axis，found a parti- 
cular and tragically erroneous 
target in the hardworking and pa- 
triotic Japanese Americans, mostly 
in California 一 people who posed 
no threat，and did not desire to 
pose any threat，to the American 
war effort. 

In mid February 1942，a scant 
two months _ after Pearl Harbor， 
President Roosevelt issued 正 xecu- 
tive Order Number 9066，This 
order gave the Army full authority 
to “Telocate” any aliens (either 
German， Italian or Japanese) 
considered by the Army to be a 
danger to“vital areas of national 
Security.” 

Ultimately, this order led to the 
incarceration of 110,000 Japanese 
Americans,. However, there was 3 
brief interim period during Feb- 
ruary between the issuance of the 
order and the forced “evacua- 
tion.” During that time，Jap- 
anese Americans Were getting 
more and more frightened for 
their lives and safety，It certain- 
ly did not ease their minds when 
Governor Gilbert Olsen stated 
that he believed that the Japanese 
Americans in California were 
actively aiding the enemy，and 

that he suspected them of Fifth 
Column (espionage) activity. 
OUTRAGED 

Almot immediately，CGeorge 下 . 
Roth，a white family man with a 
promising future became morally 
outraged，and，in a move that 
spelled political suicide for him， 
sponsored a program that openly 
Protested the executive order five 
nights a week on Prime time 
radio，He was the only person

Unfortunately，this action did 
not stop the forced incarceration 
of the Japanese Americans, It did， 
however, make him a silent hero 
among the Japanese Americans. 

Equally unfortunately and e- 
qually predictably，it ruined his 
careerT. 

First, he suffered virtual excom- 
munication from the political 
world into which he was bloom- 
ing. 

Secondly，he was subpoenaed 
by the _ California State Senate 
Fact-Finding Committee on Un- 
American Activities. Roth re- 
fused to divulge the names of any 
of the Japanese Americans who 
had helped sponsor his radio pro- 
gram and was convicted of the 
charge of “contempt of a legis- 
lative committee.”Eor this reason， 
his name was listed in the com- 


mittee's “redbook” for several 
years. 

Thence， he had ”repeated 
trouble _ finding anyone “who 


would hire him, and when he daid 
get a job，hbe was fired once his 
convictions became known to his 
employer，The blight followed 
him through the years until very 
recently。 As late as 1969，Roth 
discovered that his name was 
listed in the criminal investigation 
file of the State Department of 
Education. It also listed him as a 
“Nisei Sympathizer.” 

George KK，Roth is an honor- 
able man who did a noble thing in

The internationalism of the San 
Francisco “Film Festival was 
challenged at a press conference 
Monday to announce this years

European films dominate the 
festival and the retrospective 
Programs feature United States 
directors Sydney Pollack and Mel 
Brooks, actress Lauren Bacall and 
French director Claude Lelouch. 
The festival has been criticized in 


the past for ignoring or not finding- 


more third world films. There has 
also_ been some feeling that the 
retrospective tributes concentrate 
too heavily on U.S. “name”stars 
and directors.

Spearheading the critical 
questioning on this issue was Judy 
Stone，film critic of the : San 
Framncisco Chronicle， Stone 
Pressed festival director Claude 
Jarman and associate director 
Mark Chase to explain 计 the 
festival actively sought out third 
world films. 

Chase told the assembled press 
that“we saw four Japanese films 
and we didn't want any of them.” 
Chase said the festival tries to 
Select the best films，regardless of 
country， Jarman defended the 
large number of French films ith 
the comment that those film- 
makers are “more responsive to 
the audiences we have in San 
Francisco.” 

The opening night entry for the
